TAX DODGER NEATLY CAUGHT 

How often have we had the old stuff dinned into our cars 
that Socialism #s a nicnace to the tax-payers, that it will benefit 
the people by raising* the rates and imf^overishittf^ the people. 
Kunnv enough, this cry has been generally set up by men 
who tio not pay taxes, or who escape i>aying tlicir share, in other words 
lax-dodgers. As a rule the small owner jiays his taxes witlv*ut much 
grumbling, but the big fellows both grumble and dodge the greater 
part of their rightful share of the burden of kce^nng the comiminity 
running. There probably Ls not a city in the United Slates where the 
big ntaiuifacturcri. for instance, do not notoriously get off with under¬ 
assessments. H the assessors try to treat them like other ciliiens, 
these “great |iatrk)ts“ respond with threats al>out moving to some 
other city where their part in giving work and “building up the town’* 
will be better appreciated. W’ith real estate it is not so easy to dodge 
the taxes, hut on the other forms of personal wealth, your average 
capitalist goes practically scot free. 

Milwaukee has just had the spectacle of the unmasking of a mas¬ 
ter tax-dodger. Orcumstanccs so shaped themselves that he wa.s 
driven into a corner out of which he could not squirm. He had to. in 
effect, admit his “moral turpitude,** and lio|>e the thing would blow 
over as soon as possible. This man wa.s John 1. Beggs, president of 
the Milwaukee street railway system, a leading fipire in the North 
American Company, and also active in the management of the traction 
■ystem in St. Louis. 

A TAX-DODGER'S LIEI 

I.ct the newspapers tell the story: 

On Jtily 17, the board of review vat around a lon(r table on the fifth 
floor of the city hall and having nothing elkc to do bethought themselves 
that John 1. Rrgg-i ought to pay taxes, which he hadn’t ever done in 
Ikitiwaukec. None of them w’cre familiar enough with the magnate to give 
anywhere near an exact estimate of hit worth. Some thought he was 
worth a hundred million and others thought that twenty-five million was a 
conscrv.itive estimate of his wealth. 

Finally, they decided to assess him $100,000 personal property, money, 
mortgages, bonds, stocks, notes and so forth, what they call in scientiuc 
works on taxation—intangible property. 

Monday afternoon John I. Beggs called on the Tax commissioner and 
•aid, "See here. Bill. I don't live in Milwaukee. I live in New York. Yes, 

sure I do. See, here is notice from the tax commissioner that I have 

been assessed $^5,000. I have ne\er been a resident <»{ Milw.ittkee. never 
considered this my home. 1 never voted here and ! don’t live here." 

The tax commissioner looked at the notice the magnate showed and 
'didn’t say a word. It wasn’t a receipt for taxes paid, it was simply a no¬ 
tice that he had been assessed—just like the notice the Milwaukee b<Yard of 
review had sent him on July 17. |

But it "Can Never Be Formidable" 

—bot Still the Editor is Worriedl 

.V. 1 ‘. Evening Post: It wa« in¬ 
evitable. wc suppose, tliat Hay- 
wxtod’s acquittal tlioukl be followed 
bv an outburst of political Skxial- 
isni. The Socialist party has bad 
its ups and downs in recent Ameri¬ 
can politics; lias had its successes 
in Milwaukee and Lynn and Haver¬ 
hill ; but has never shown iigm of 
real life and continuous growth. It 
pruliably will not this year or next; 
though it may well lie that a tem¬ 
porary increase of the vole under 
the Socialist emblem will tie noted. 
Even this would not prove that jio- 
litical Socialism was to be a |iow'cr 
in this country, or to lift itscif much 
above the level, in election tables, of 
"freak” parlies. 

Tliere is in it, however, an cle¬ 
ment with which hoth great parties 
and all serious men will undoubt¬ 
edly have to reckon. Some hint of 
this is yielded by the telegrams sent 
to President Roosevelt, and the 
more or less abusive resolutions 
passed in regard to his unhappy 
mixing up in the Haywood trial. 

The grave aspect of it, for a 
man who has pursued the policies 
of President Roosevelt, and for 
the party which has accepted them 
from him. is that this recrudesetnee 
of political Socialism has occurred 
in. spite of their delilierale efforts 
to prevent it. No president has 
io ojxmly catered to organized la¬ 
bor as has Mr. Rcoscvelt; and a 
standing defense of his methods has 
been that they were necessary in 
order to head off a great influx of 
Socialism in the United States. 
But today we see labor unions turn¬ 
ing against him, and Socialism lift¬ 
ing its head more arrogantly titan 
ever.

This result of the altetiipt to kill 
Socialism with kindness, and to 
check a' -.Kivement by going your¬ 
self with it half way. is ncit unlike 
the exiierience through which the 
Engli«h Lilwrals are just isiw jiass- 
ing. They have been warmiiig the 
Seicialisis in their brisom. only to 
be bitten by them, ixililically. Two 
seals in parliament have lately been 
snatched from them, though both 
were thinight secure for the jiarty, 
and in each instance the defection 
of till very lafs'r vote which they 
had tlon • miist to placate was the 
chief cause. In Colne valley, an 
out-and-out Socialist. Victor Gray- 
scin, was elected. We can 
well believe, therefore, that 
when he appeared in the Iwuse. 
the other day-, he was looked upon 
as something of a portent, and that 
not a cheer marked his going for¬ 
ward to lake the oath. ISoth Lil>- 
erals and Tories saw in him a man 
representing a parly for the support 
of which they had striven to outbid 
each other, yet wlto had ait disas¬ 
trously into the vote cf each of them 
and beaten both their candidates 
How far is such parly disintegra¬ 
tion to go. in England, unilcr the 
solvent of an aggressive Socialism ? 

In his recent Phi Beta Kappa 
qddress at Harvard, prinicil in the 
August Atlantic, ilr. Bryce re¬ 
ferred to the fiersistcnce of the So¬ 
cialist movement. Of it he said: 
“The persuasion that either an equal 
division of property, or the extinc¬ 
tion of private property (sic) and 
the placing of the means of produc¬ 
tion and distribution in the hands 
of the whole eommunity, will re¬ 
move the ingrained evils of society, 
and make everybody happy, has 
many adlierents in all civilized 
countries, and is indeed a ixiteni 
factor in practical politics as well 
as in economic thought.”

litically. 

Protection to U’orkinen. 

A scries cf articles on the iron 
and steel industry is just finishetl 
in Munsey's. The last article is a 
summary of the whole, showing 
the wonderful progress of this in¬ 
dustry in the United States. It was 
iniptissible to close the series with¬ 
out calling attention to the great 
loss of life involved in the steel- 
working. The ttriter of the articles 
seas not olloiecd to I’isit any steel 
mill without hrst signing a paper 
releasing the company from re¬ 
sponsibility for injuries received. 
The intimation was that injuries 
were to be cxfiectctl, ratlier llian 
not, and in the visits thus made the 
writer found a callousness to in¬ 
juries or death existing not only 
among employers but among the 
men tlicinselves. 

The same principle seined to be 
.applied to men as to machinery, 
that it and they were good for a cer¬ 
tain amount of wxirk, and the sooner 
it w-as obtaineil the better, even 
tliough that involved the rapid 
wearing out of the machinery and 
of the men. Everything in the 
shops was carried on at a speed 
which makes projicr caution inqios- 
siblc. In thinking of the increasing 
output of .American mills, one must 
not forget the waste of life that ac¬ 
companies the increase. 

Here is clearly a case for state 
regulation. The steel companies 
fitiil no tr.iuble in getting workmen, 
who, tempted by high wages, arc 
ready to risk their lives. There is 
a fatalism among the men which 
leads each one to think that he is 
not to be the one injured, and 
which makes them indifferent 10 the 
fate of their companions- 

If increased precautions made it 
imjxissible for the present mimber 
of workmen to turn out all the iron 
and steel the market requires, it is 
always possible to enlarge the plants 
and employ more workmen. This 
would be a double gain for the slate, 
and the profits of the owners of 
the mills would still be enough for 
it to be to their advantage to con¬ 
tinue the business, even if fewer 
libraries should be given away or 
palaces built .—Chicago Tribune.
